Foster, in the face of the slow, 


tedious relief efforts, refused to 
abandon hope for the entombed 
miners but a state mine bureau 
examiner said: 


"Won't Get Out"

state bureau of mines. He said 
there was smoke and fire in the 
tunnel leading toward the -niners.

Replace Worn 
Stairs to Take 
Away Danger 


One of the greatest causes of 


accidents in the hom« 'is a faulty 
stair. Loose treads or sagging 
carriages may trip the unwary or 
he may slip became the stair has 
taken a dangerous angle. 


Often a regular check of the 


stair is sufficient to keep it in good 
condition but if it has been ne- 
glected too long, it is better to re- 
place the entire unit completely. 


There are two types of construc- 


tion. In one the carriage, long 
diagonal timbers that support the 
treads are notched to take the 
treads and risers. The other type 
calls for slots cut out of the car- 
riage into which the treads are 
secured with nails. The latter is 
the stronger construction but is 
usually more difficult to construct. 


In laying out the new stair 


there are a few standard rules 
which you should follow. The head 
clearance above each tread should 
be at least seven feet The rise 
between steps should be seven 
inches and the treads generally 
about ten inches wide. To get the 
number of treads needed, divide 
the distance, along the floor, from 
the lower end of the stair to the 
other end "into equal spaces of 
around ten inches each. 


After the carriages have been 


firmly anchored in their permanent 
position, start at the bottom and 
fasten in the first tread with fin- 
ishing nails. Countersink and fill 
the holes with wood putty, j Then 
iasten the riser on top of the; tread 
and to the. height of the notch in 
the carriage so that the next tread 
will rest on top of it. 


The procedure is roughly the 


same if you are using the grooved 
type of carriage. The tread is slid 
into the grooves and secured from 
the sides with spikes and in this 
case the riser may be installed on 
top of the 
tread or fastened 


against the back edge of the tread.

Don't Try Plaster-Patching While Floor Sags 


Cracks in the plaster of your 


home are generally the result of 
sagging floors and their support- 
ing girders. Until the floors have 
been brought back to their normal 
level and the necessary bracing in- 
stalled to keep them level, it is 
foolish to try to patch plaster be- 
cause it will continue to crack as 
long as the flooring is insecure. 
Methods of raising the floor and 
keeping it level were discussed in 
a recent column.. . . 
' 


When' you are ready to patch, 


the first thing to do is to remove 
all paper or other Covering from 
the wall surface. Then, using a 
sharp knife, cut out the plaster 
along the crack down to the lath. 
As you cut, bevel undercut the 
edges. This will give the patching 
piaster a better grip. 


Ready-mixed plaster is obtain- 


able which requires only water to 
make a paste. After the paste is 
ready, go over the crack area with 
a whiskbroom dipped in water. 
This insures that the dry plaster on 
the wall will hold the patch. Be 
sure to soak the area well, in- 
cluding the lath underneath the 
crack. 


Next, start from the bottom of 


the crack and force the new plaster 
into the crack with a trowel and 
smooth it off. Then sponge it 
lightly and let it set for about an 
hour.

Avoid Frostbite Hazard 
By Preventing Injury 


Frostbite has been a terribl 


problem in Korea and is indeed 
something with which military 
men have to striuggie in any cam 
paigns conducted in cold parts o 
the world. 


It has long been a hazard tor 


Arctic explorers, or for any per- 
sons living in cold climates, or 
whose occupations expose them to 
severe cold. 


In ordinary civilian life, it .is 


less often a problem, though in 
Northern sections every winter 
brings its toll of frostbite victims. 


Prevention of injury from cold 


is worth any amount of treatment 
Attention to clothing is important 
and those who cannot avoid ex- 
posure to dangerous cold air or 
water should try to arrange for 
frequent rests under shelter. 


The Up of the nose, the ears, the 


fingers, and the toes are particu- 
larly vulnerable to frostbite. Frost- 
pite may come on gradually or 
suddenly—the latter especially if 
the wind is high. 


First a stinging feeling is pres- 


ent in the exposed part, followed 
by a pleasant numbness often 
without any pain. Sometimes frost- 
bite is discovered only by a feeling 
of stiffness or the noticing of a 


whitish appearance of the part 


When the frostbitten area begins 


to thaw, swelling develops and the 
skin becomes pink. In severe cases, 
red or purple blisters filled with 
serum or blood may appear. 


After the frozen part has thawed 


it may remain cold and without 
feeling, later becoming swollen 
and purple and death of the tissue 
may set in and that part eventual- 
ly fall off. 


Whenever frostbite occurs thaw- 


ing should be gradual in cool air 
or cold water. The practice of try- 
ing to rub snow o^er the frostbit- 
ten part is dangerous. 


Nothing warmer than the heat 


of the body should ever be tried, 
and a person who has been recent- 
ly frostbitten should not go near a 
fire or into a fully heated room un- 
til the circulation has been thor- 
oughly restored. 


After thawing, the skin is not 


yet strong and there is special dan- 
ger of causing infection from rub- 
bing. 


Recently, excellent results in 


treating acute frostbite with sub- 
stances delaying blood coagulation 
lave been reported. This, however, 
s a professional rather than emer- 
gency treatment

correspondent "When is it proper 
for you to add to his meld, and 
when is it wise to refrain from add* 
ing to hia meld?" 


It depends partly on the number 


of cards used in the meld, and 
partly on the general situation. 
Sometimes you add to partner's 
meld, and sometimes you lust ait 
tight 


For example, suppose your part* 


ner at an early stage melds Joker- 
A-A from his hand, needing 90 
points. That is the most economical 
possible meld. He still has eight 
cards with which to fight for the 
pack, so he is not in bad shape. 
You can afford to sit tight for a 
few rounds instead of adding to 
your partner's aces. 


Suppose, however, that your 


partner melds A-A-A and K-K-K 
to make the 90 points. Now he has 
used up six cards and has only five 
left in his hand. He is not in good 
shape to fight for the pack, so your 
side must play for a fast meld-out 
You should add aces and kings 
liberally to your partner's meld 
(if you can). 


So much for very early melds. 


Let's take another case. The pack 
grows and grows, with neither side 
melding. Finally, your partner 
melds Joker-A-A for a count .of 90 
points. Should you add aces or alt 
tight? 


This is quite different from, the 


early meld of Joker-A-A. The late 
meld indicates that your partner 
is having trouble finding safe dis- 
cards. He wants to switch from the 
strategy of fighting for the pack 
to the strategy of melding out 
quickly. You must add aces to hia 
meld and must co-operate in find- 
ing a fast out 


Q—The pack was frozen and 


huge. I drew the last card from 
the stock—a red three. My only 
other cards were two jacks. If I 
discarded a jack, the pack would 
go. Did I have to discard? 


A—No. When the last card of 


the stock Is a red three, the player

don't know," he said, "and until 
we know there is always hope." 


The four dead were recovered 


from the mine. 


Rescue workers centered their 


efforts on reaching the trapped 
men, hoping they might get to 
them before th air gets too bad. 


"We are doing everything pos- 


sible," said Foster, "to get to the 
men who may still be alive. The 
men dead we .can't help." 


The explosion, which shook the 


surrounding country with a dead- 
ening thud, came only an hour 
after the night shift had begun. 


No Explanation 


No one was able 
to 
explain 


what caused the explosion. Res- 
cue teams reported 
smoldering 


fires and fear was expressed that 
carbon monoxide gas might have 
snuffed out the lives of the en- 
tombed miners. 


Eight hours after the blast Fos- 


ter said rescue workers, sweat- 
ing even in the sub-freezing tem- 
peratures as they worked, were 
still 1,000 feet away from the spot 
where the miners were reported 
to be.
